from the beginning, the anxiety with which the 
possibility cf a deailock has been regarded. 
Everyone has pat the question, ‘What's he to 
Heécuba or Hecuba to him %” aud in the 
absence of possible answer has-sought behind 
the friction and delay which have attended 
upon diplomacy forsume profound explanation, 
The great prestige with which Bismarck sar- 
rounded the policy ot the German Empire, the 
presomed astuteness and profundity of German 
diplomacy, and the generally recognised excel- 
lence of the German military and naval organi- 
sation have caused most observers to imagine 
that Germany had some deep design. ‘I'he 
theory weli known to be held by many officers - 
of the German Army that Germany onght to 
take the first opportanity to attack France in 
order that she might be unable to take part 
in the future conflict which, these same officers 
imagine to be inevitable between Germany and 
Great Britain, lent itself to the hypothesis 
that the German Government was meditating 
an attack upon France of which the excuse 
was to ba found in some disagreement con 
cerning Morocco. Tbe tone in which the 
German Guvernment has for several years 
without a solitary exception alladed to its 
relations with Great Britain has lent coloar to 
the same hypothesis. Even when a British Ad- 
miral on a visit to a German port in the Baltic 
sent & message conveying his respects to the 
German Emperor, the Emperor's reply was 
almost as frigid and as chilling to British 
feelings as his famous message to President 
Kroger. Sentiment asked what these things 
meant,and could only infer that they boded 
no good. Bat the German Ewperor, thoogh 
ha is a careful student of German sentiment, 
and therefore as arule carries it with him even 
when—perhaps especially when—he offends 
the sentiment of other nations, is not a senti- 
mental statesman. He is always doing business, 
and the feelings of his own’ and other nations 
are a portion of the data upon which his 
calculations are based. He has not, and never 
hashad, the idea of plonging Germany into: 
an international cenflict without knowing 
the reason why and without foreseeing a satia- 
factory ending. In the case which has been 
during the last few months thought possible, 
there has been no sufficient reason why. Ger- 
many was sobject to no menace.-Her territory, 
her rights, her interests were in no way thre:t- 
ened. It is just conceivable that Prince Bulow 
may have taken umbrage at the expression 
ased in the Anglo-French Agreement about 
Morocco by which Great Britain ‘ recognised” 
that France was entitled to a peculiar posit on in 
that country. But thongh the words used may 
uot have been formally unexceptionable, 
and would, perhaps, have been better. 
owitted, seeing that the substance was perfect- 
ly conveyed by the ondertaking not to 
obstract the action which France might take ia 
Merocco any objection that could be raised was 
merely formal, for uo one iu the world doubted 
that Mor cco and its good order was a matt r 
of special mterest to F anca, and no one in the 
vor'd supposed that Great Britain claimed any 
right to d:spose of anything in Morocco beyoud 
ner owa rights and interests in that country. 
The probability is that the German Govern- 
ment wished it to be understood that no such 
settlement asthatof the futureof Morocco ought 
to be effected without Germany's being con- 
sulted and being « conssating party. That 
having been made plain, and that wish having 
(been met, tha main intention of German policy 
in the matter has probably bean falfilled: No 
doubt there may be a little more behind. 
Bismarck and his disciples learned something 
from N apoleon, and Napoleon learned from his 
master in strategy never to make a. project 
without two faces. It. is likely enough, there: 
fore; that Germany, while pressing her point 
in regard to Morocso, has had her eye on 
‘omething else as Well. and that while the 
theory of the right of Germany to be consulted 
in any settlement of Morocco has been asserted 
tha w.shes of Germany ia regard to the Middle 
East have also been kept in mind, ‘That 
remains to be seen.

Finds at Oxyrhynchus.

Among the most interesting 
finds are a comedy of Philemon on which 
Plautus based his ‘‘Aulalaria,” and a disconrse 
on music, perhaps by Hippias of Elis. A con- 
tract dated in the fifth year of Sota I. farnishes 
the oldest date yet found on a Gresk papyrus. 
A very interesting document is & Greco- 
Roman calendar about Bc 300, giving data es 
to thé various deities and their festivals. 


Researches in Sinai.

Flinders Petrie’s new book, ‘Researches in 
Sinai,” which will shortly be published, are not 
drawn from any. previous patlication. They 
contain the firat detailed accoont of the 
Egyptisn remains in Sinai, the results being 
given in chronology, with a revision cf the 
dates in Egyptian history according to the 
most recent result. Tha Semitic discoveries, 
which are entirely new, inclade the system of 
Semitic ritaal and the common use of a Semitic 
writing in the earliest age, the conditions of 
climate, the route of the Exodas, the qnestion 
ofthe numbers of the Istaelites down to the 
monarchy, and the evidences of early docu- 
ments in the Pentatench.

DR. GRENFELL’S LECTURE. 


Last week, at the Continental Hotel, Dr. 
Grenfell gave a most interesting lectore on the 
excavations for papyras conducted by Dr. 
Hunt and himeelf during the last eleven years, 
He began by showing how completely the 
introduction of Greek as the official language 
of Egypt changed the relations of the country 
-with the rest of the civilised world. Under the 
role of the Pharaohs Egypt with its difficult 
and pecaliar language and system of writing 
showed a long-drawn Oriental despotism stand- 
ing in splendid isolation: it has inflaenced 
succeeding civilisations neither in art, literature 
nor religiop. After the conqnest of the country, 
by Alexander the Great, Greek became the 
official and social language and remained so 
fora thousand years. Egypt became the meet- 
ing-ground of Kast and West and its inflsence 
Paring that period on Hellenic literature, 


Roman laws and Christian religion was pro: |

The appalling and wanton destruction 
of ancient monuments throughout the country | 
is one of the saddest features of modern Egypt. 
All the more therefore should lovers of art or’ 
literature assist excavators to rescue these 
doomed treasures. It is often said that the Eeypt 
of to-day is mach the same in essentials, at any 
rate in the country, as the Egypt under the Pha- 
raohs: bat if an Egyptian of the time of Rameses 
were revived to-day hs would probably scarce- 
cely recognise.the country. The Nile and 
the Pyramids would still be there and the, 
peasants still work shadoofs and till the; 
fields : but many striking features of modern 
life. such as money and camels, would -be 
strange to him and the whole social and 
political organisation would be different. It, 
on the othsr hand, a native of the Ptolemaic 
period were suddenly to become alive again 
he would at once find himself in a familiar 
atmosphere. The vast and minutely organised 
bnreaucracy with its passion for endless ae- 
counta, the system of banks, and even 
something like the Bourse, the foreign con- ’ 
trollers of Department: with Mondirs and. 
Omdehs, the latter of whom might be Greek 
but were often native, esvecially in later 
times. Probably there are other orgsnisations 
in the world as complete and minute as 
the Egyptian buat no other country is 80 
zsalous in committing all its deeds to writing.

Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass 
absence of vehicular traffic strikes one as very 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn. The approach to Venice from 
the Adriatic is unlike that of any other sea- 
port. The town seems to be gradwally, like 
Aphrodite, born of the sea, no hills behind, no 
stretches of rock, but first the tops of Cam- 
paniles appear above the horizon, then slowly 
the whole glittering town rises like a fairy 
mirage out of the calm lagoon. 

Going northwards from .Wilan you make the 
tour of the beantiful Italian lakes. 

COMO, the birthplace of the younger Pliny, 
is reached in one-and-a-quarter hours by train 
by way of Monza : 

Boats leave Como frequently for the other 
towns on the lake, which is very beautiful, and 
the scenery on either side going up the lake is 
most enchanting. CERN OBBIO is a charmin 
spot; then come Tremezzo, Cadenabbia, an 
Menaggio with the prettily-situated town of 
Boge opposite. The walk from T'remezzo 
along the shore of the lake to Menaggio is most 
enjoyable. A steam tram runs from Menaggio 
to, Porlezza on Lake Lugano in three-quarters 
offan hour, then steamer to Lugano in two-and- 
three-quarter hours. 


SWITZERLAND. 


Switzerland, the heart of Europe, has been 
described as “A cluster of delights and 
grandeurs.” 

LUGANO is some 20 miles from Como and 
reached by train in one-and-a-half hours. It has 
a populatien of 10,000 people and is charm- 
ingly situated on the Lake of Lugano, amidst 
lovely Italian scenery. Arovnd it rise M. San 
Salvatore, M. de Caprino and M. Generoso. 

LOCARNO may be reached by rail from 
Bellinzona in forty minntes. This pretty town, 
situated at the top of Lake Maggiore, has a 
mild climate, and is an excellent winter resort. 
The chureh Madonna del Sasso, situated above 
the town,is worth a visit, as it contains interest- 
ing paintings, “Entombment,” by Ciseri, and 
“ihe Flight into t,” by Bramantion. 

LUCERNE.—A striking picture on the Lake 
of Lucerne facing the Agi and Pilatus and 
the snow-clad Alps. 

In and arovnd the town the walks are 
charming, and the excursions to be made from 
Lucerne by boat, rail, etc., are very numerous. 

The Like of Lucerne abounds in delightful 
excursions, those to the Rigi, Pilatus, Burgen 
stock and Sonnenberg nesthteg a special visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lacerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delight to the lover of nature. 

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated. on the 
most beautiful part of the Lake of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views of lake an 
Mountain scenery. Along the Lake of Uri 
from Brunnen to Fluelen runs the famous 
Azxentrasse. i 

A delightful excursion from Lucerne is 
that to ENGELBERG. Take boat to Stansstad 
and- from Stansstad it is about 1 honr and 
40 min. by Electric Railway, with delightful 
scenery en route. The ascent of Vitis, is 
made from here, and the oramic view of 
the Alps is grand; extending from Monte 
Rosa to the Black Forest, and from the 
Santis to the Matterhorn. ! 

THE BERNESE OBERLAND.—INTER- 
LAKEN a favourite summer resortandthe best 
centre for making excursions in the Oberland, 
abounding in fine walks and views. There is 
a magnificent view of the Jungfrau from the 
Hoheweg, a fine ayenue of walnut trees the 
chief resort of visitors.
